The church was filled to cap¬ 
acity with members of the faniff 
ies of these young men, members 
of the Canadian I region and 
friends, gathered for the impress¬ 
ive service.

He is the man who thinks be¬ 
fore he speaks, who thinks instead of speaking. If 
he keeps talking his pipe goes out, so he lets oth¬ 
er people talk, which is a sound principle. 

It is a delight to watch the father of all good pipe 
smokers. He eases himself into the most comfortable 
chair in the rooip, stretches out his legs and looks 
about him. If the company is up to standard, he 
gioi>es for his trusty -plug and his, jackknife. Then 
come those long graceful slices of tobacco, which in 
turn with the inexorable weight of his mighty thumb 
are ground to precision fineness. In silence he com¬ 
pletes the delicate art of packing. Then only, *ith 
his pipe all set. and a pocketful of borrowed matches, 
is he ready to give heed to the passing word. 

But once he gets up full steam and a clear roaa 
he settles to ri al mental labor. As a companion he is 
yours for an hour or two hours at least. He has an 
amazing series of grunts, which can eventually be 
interpreted as approval, dissent, doubt, query and 
so on. And when he does condescend to speech, his 
are weighted words; not the sngp judgment of these 
nervous, hair-trigger cigarette addicts, nor the dic¬ 
tum of the self-satisfied cigar smoker. 

This century lost something when it abandoned the 
general use of plug tobacco. Think of the long mas¬ 
culine silences whiph must have prevailed in the far- 
off golden days. Even now, if the long strong pipe 
of meditution could replace to some extent the jittery 
sdace of the cigarette, we might still have the quiet 
hour to think things over. But the cigar is not the 
way to power.

P.A., but the U.F.A. Co-ops and 
other livestock co-operatives are 
also members of the A.F.A. And 
the A.F.U. in its convention held 
previously made a strong point of 
a strictly “dirt farmer” merger, 
thus excluding Co-ops and such 
commercial organizations associat¬ 
ed with production. 

There would have to be a com¬ 
plete change in the A.F.A. consti¬ 
tution to exclude co-operatives, 
and general assent would have to 
be given by a meeting of A.F.A. 
member's. 

After long, discussion a resolu¬ 
tion was carried by a large major¬

When Bob Edwards 
Played Santa Claus 


In the Calgary Eye Opener of Jan. 12, 1912, Bob Edwards 
lifted the veil from his past to tell of the time he played 
Santa Claus at Cheyenne, Wyoming. It was an experience 
so bitter and so shocking that never after could he be in¬ 
veigled into innocent looking family parties at Christmas 
tide. He didn’t know what he might lie let in for. The 
Wyoming debacle occurred in 1887, but never after that 
time did he accept a Christmas invitation to share in a 
touch of home-life. 


This is Bob’Edwards’ own atory 
of why he was no social butterfly. 
This unveiling of the past appear¬ 
ed in the Calgary Eye Opener Jan. 
12, 1912— 

We know without being told that 
many people wonder at the hermit 
life we pursue in Calgary, as many 
kind invitations are declined, but 
delicately. It has become gener¬ 
ally known to our friends that if 
their happiness depends on seeing 
as in their ’appy 'omes, their 
gloom won’t be relieved. Our ex¬ 
perience is that we get invited out 
when somebody has to be the goat 
♦—and we are it. If we went to a 
party they’d probably want us to 
stand in the hall and let the guests 
hang their coats on’ our runty 
frame. 

We got cured of this social ev¬ 
ening business as long ago as 1887 
in Wyoming. We resided there for 
several years raising horses with 
our brother on Horse Shoe Creek, 
a tributary of the North Platte, 
130 miles north of Cheyenne. 

As our horses ran the range all 
winter looking after themielves we 
were able to spend those winters 
very comfortably in Cheyenne. It 
was a wide-open city and to tell 
the truth we’ve never had so much 
fun since. 

It so happened that were ac¬ 
quainted with some of the best 

It so happened that we^were ac- 
spend many a good evening at 
their beautiful homes on the av¬ 
enues. Otherwise we’d have been in 
West Moyer’s gambling saloon. 

One feature of these evening* 
was that no matter how earnestly 
the daughters of the house would 
open proceedings with music and 
other cultural attainments, the 
function would gradually sink to 
the level of poker. Never being 
much of a hand at this we were in¬ 
variably the goat and thus became 
a popular guest. 

The day before Christmas in that 
year of 1887 an invitation arrived 
from George Morgan, manager of 
the Wyoming Hereford- Associa- 
tioil to come round that night. In 
his note he said he had fixed up a 
grand jamboree for children of the 
neighborhood and wanted us to 
have a part. So we went round 
about nine o’clock with a scarcely 
perceptible slant on. 

All the kids in the world seemed 
to be there, and Morgan took us 
into a little room where he kept 
he Scotch whiskey and explained a 
nice little surprise he had arrang¬ 
ed for the children. Harry Sum¬ 
mers the livery man on Ferguson 
Street, had rigged up a sleigh like 
the one Santa Claus used, and lie 
had also decorated a pair of mules 
to look like reindeer with antlers 
cn their heads Everyone o. - . the 
avenue was to Mjf it up his home 
at a certain hour anj then Santa 
Claus was to come said i,j ulor.g in 
his sled, hell bent for election, and 
the kids would see the miracle of . 
their lives. 

We could see what all this was 
leading up to. From his evident 
a-'xiety to have us lap up plenty 
of his Scotch we saw he wanted us 
to play Santa Claus. In other 
words we were to be the goat. It 
v as only after half-a-dozen Scotch- 
e., that we saw the thing in a fav¬ 
orable light. We could drive a team 
of elephants full gallop through a 
graveyard. 

Well, after awhile we went to 
the livery stable where we retired 
tt a box stqll while Morgan an<1 o 
corps of helpers padded us with 
pillows and bales of hay. and glued 
white whiskers on our face. Then 
they hitched the mules to the sleigh 

The r.’nute we saw those m-i'c.r 
V" realized our mistake. They 
didn't like 'he.r revirtoer f guir-* 
any better than we liked ours 
They were trying to switi,' the 
antlera off their heads and switch¬ 
ing their tail* peev'shly. But tw 
were hoisted into the sleigh an-i 
given the lines. The m-t'es were 
off like a shot and we went gaily- 
hooting down the street. 

The stores were, all lit up and 
everyone was on the stre.Mr. 'I’hr 
mules were getting maddei Pretty 
sopn they begar. kicking, and pie¬ 
ce. of wood and iron flew hack to 


hit us in our whiskers. W.r were 
padded to a volume that left us 
helpless. Then the mules sh< t 
down a side street. In swinging 
round a corner the sleigh struck a 
post and we were upended in a 
snowdrift. We could hear the sound 
ol mules fading into the night. 

In the meantime a great crown 
began chasing after us laughing as 
if it was a. funny incident. No ore 
inquired as to our identity but they 
insisted that Santa Claus must te 
taken to the Inter Ocean hotel ana 
revived for further journey. After 
that all is blank. 

We do remember waken-'ng next 
morning in a bedroom of the Hotel 
still fully attired as Sant.i ClaiiF. 
John Chase, the proprietor, entered 
to soothe us with the word that it 
was the greatest Christmas .n 
Cheyenne history. He reported that 
Morgan had paid the liveryman for 
the sleigh, and the mules were all 
right. But what of Bob Edwards? 

This incident, which occurred so 
long ago, still burns lilce a living 
flame in our memory. We accept no 
more invitations to be a part of a 
little hottit gathering. We know we 
will be the goat no matter how in¬ 
nocent the occasion appears. 

Prices of tea and coffee were 
raised to the level of 1942 on Jan.

WINTER WHEAT 

Winter wheat a crop which 
has proven too hazardous for gen¬ 
eral use in the Prairie Provinces 
although under some conditions, 
particularly in Southern Alberta, 
it is grown satisfactorily. The 

advantages of winter wheat, where 
it winters successfully, are that it 
excels spring wheat in controlling 
soil drifting and weeds, in getting 
ahead of late summer drought and 
early fall frosts, in yielding capa¬ 
city, and (recently) in price. 

Results or Experiments. — 
Experiments on varieties of winter 
>\ heat and methods of growing the 
crop have been conducted in the 
Prairie Provinces for the past 25 
years. At the University, Sas¬ 
katoon, years of experimentation 
showed that winter wheat sown on 
open, unprotected summerfallow 
usually winter-killed, but when the 
crop w as protected by snow trapped 
by trees, hedges, or rows of sun¬ 
flower stalks, it generally survived. 

Areas or Production. —Avail¬ 
able reports show that, in 1944-45, 
winter wheat comprised about 6% 
of the total wheat acreage of the 
Cowley, Macleod, Cardston, Leth¬ 
bridge, Medicine Hat, Manyberrie- 
districts of Southern Alberta, and 
6.3% of the Beaverlodge, Grande 
Pruirie, Fairview area of the North. 

In other parte of Alberta the acre¬ 
age is very small. In Saskatchewan 
considerable surceaa with winter 
wheat has been achieved in the 
Senate-Eastend area, and in the 
Meadow Lake district of the North. 

In Manitoba there has been prac¬ 
tically no success with winter wheat 
growing. 

Suooestions. — Three sugges¬ 
tions are offered to those interested 
in winter whest. (.1) Do not at¬ 
tempt growing winter wheat unles- • 
the situation and conditions appeal 
favorable. (2) Sow relatively few 
acres using recommended varieties ’> 
and procedure. (3) Report rour 
results, whether a success or failure, 
to the nearest University or Do¬ 
minion Experimental Station.

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U.F.A. President Urges 
Farmers’ Amalgamation 


I’rovinc al President Addresses 
Large Farm Audience at High 
Itiver. Ben Plummer, Chairman 
of Wheat Pool, Speaks on 
Freight Kates 


erative has asked permission of the 
government to change the Charter 
to U.F.A. Co-operatives Ltd., with 
continued operation. 

Mr. Plummer 

Mr. Plummer, chairman of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool spoke of 
freight rates, Canada Wheat Board 
the International Farm Federation 
and other questions of interest. 

He said the proposed increase on 
freight rates was of paramount 
importance to western farmers. 
The freight rates now operative 
are not equitable as regards east 
and west, and the western distribu¬ 
tor is badly handicapped. He in¬ 
stanced the cheap freight rates op¬ 
erative along eastern water fronts 
because of competition in transpor¬ 
tation, and extending well inland. 
The necessity for an equalization 
of rates as between west and east 
is a first question. The speaker 
warned that if a 20 % increase is 
put on, it may not be long till 
grain is included. We must have 
unified opinion, the strongest we 
can get, to support our representa¬ 
tions” he urged. “We still have 
the Crows Nest agreement and 
cannot afford to lose that. Here 
also we must have united opinion.” 

Touching briefly on the Inter¬ 
national Farm Conference which 
Mr. Plummer attended last sum¬ 
mer in England, Mr. Plummer said 
that all large nations but Prussia 
were represented. There were 33 
rations represented and Canada 
was one of the 13 that had full 
voting rights because it had one 
national organization. The first 
agreement of this conference was 
that the people of the world must 
be fed, and at fair prices, and to 
that end there must be interna¬ 
tional organization. 

On the British scene the farmers 
have been under government con¬ 
trol for some years and the county 
councils have absolute authority 
to control production and have for 
some time. The farmers produce 
what they are told. There is much 
modern machinery in operation on 
British farms and the bigger per¬ 
centage seems newer than on Can¬ 
adian farms. 

British farmers are not in favor 
of low farm prices, and are very 
strongly organized. 

Mr. Spiller also presented argu¬ 
ments in favor of increased pric«* 
for domestic wheat, saying “The 
bread eaters of Canada are being 
subsidized by the farmers of Can¬ 
ada and the government.” 

He urged as another objective 
the continuance of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, outlining the tre-

Speaking at High River on FrT- 
day afternoon, George Church, 
president of the provincial U.F.A. 
emphasized the necessity of unified 
farm organization in Alberta and 
ir Canada. This is the only means, 
he said, by which farm objectives 
can be realized. 

Mr. Church outlined develop¬ 
ments up to the present in the pro¬ 
posed merger between U.F.A., A. 
F.U. and A.F.A. A provisional 
constitution has now been drawn 
up and been approved by the A.F. 
A at the recent annual convention. 
It will come before‘the A.F.U. and 
U.F.A. at their forthcoming con¬ 
ventions. 

Strike Action 

Touching on the question of 
farm strikes on which the A.F.U. 
has strong opinion, Mr. Church 
said the A.F.U. had asked for a 
clause in the provisional constitu¬ 
tion agreeing tQ strike action. The 
A.F.A. had passed a resolution re¬ 
cognizing the right of the Cana¬ 
dian farmer to withhold his pro¬ 
ducts from market under certain 
conditions, but advised that such 
action be not taken without full 
consultation with the Canadian 
Federation'of Agriculture, and un¬ 
less all other mediums haa failed. 

Dominion Wide Unity 

Stressing the necessity for Al¬ 
berta union of farm groups under 
the Alberta Federation of Agricul¬ 
ture, Mr. Church also pointed to 
the importance of association with 
the Canadian Federation. This 
parent organization meets once a 
year with the federal cabinet, and 
is a strong influence on govern¬ 
ment action. But it would have in¬ 
finitely more prestige if it spoke 
as the united voice of the Cana¬ 
dian farmers. “We all realize there 
are too many farm organizations,” 
he continued, “and is it any wonder 
that the government ministry gets 
confused with the multiplicity of 
farm groups with all their differ¬ 
ent demands. If the farmers of 
Canada were well organized under 
one national body, and if the gov¬ 
ernment ignored the united re¬ 
quests, then strike action might be 
justified, but I doubt if it would be 
necessary. But we must give the 
Canadian Federation a fair chance 
to prove its usefulness.” 

Mr. Church pointed to the 
strength of the British Farm Un¬ 
ion representing the farm popula¬ 
tion almost solidly. But the Brit¬ 
ish farmers put a tremendous sum 
into the organization for publicity 
and organization. They have their 
own experts, their own fact finders, 
and by contrast the C.F.A. is sup¬ 
ported in a most meagre way. 

Turning back to the Alberta sit¬ 
uation, the speaker said that the 
A F.A. in convention had support¬ 
ed the proposed merger unani¬ 
mously. The A.F.U. in district con¬ 
vention at Lethbridge had done the 
same and was likely to pass the 
question in prov. convention. “If 
we cannot forget minor difficulties 
and agree on the large issue of un¬ 
ion” continued, “we aren’t going 
to get far.” 

In a qflestion period which fol¬ 
lowed, Mr. Church explained the 
operation *f locals under the amal¬ 
gamation and the future position 
as A.F.A. locals. There would in 
addition be women and junior edu¬ 
cational locals. The U.F.A. Co-op-

The Wrong Man at Ponoka 
(From Calgary Eye Opener 
Sept. 12, 1919) 

T. A. P. (Tappie) Frost, a val¬ 
uable official connected with the 
Calgary. Branch of the Invalid 
Soldiers’ Commission, had occasion 
rc cpirtly- to escort a patient to the 
Ponoka Mental Institute. This pa¬ 
tient, a returned soldier, whose 
mental recovery was only a ques¬ 
tion of a few months, wa< a quiet 
gentlemanly fellow easv to handle. 

Imagine the astonishment of 
Major George Johnson, the Medi¬ 
cal Officer of the Invalided Sold¬ 
iers’ Commission when this soldier 
walked into the office in the Bev¬ 
eridge block the next afternoon 
and calmly reported that he had 
handed Tappie over safely to the 
Ponoka authorities. 

It apnears that when Tappie and 
his soldier patient arrived at the 
asylum, the latter was the very 
personification of sanity, while 
Tappie kept talking all the time 
about nothing in particular. 

With a glance of compassion in 
the direction of Tappie. the soldier 
caught Mhe medical officer’s eve. 
and tapped his forehead signifi¬ 
cantly, twirling his fingers in the 
air to indicate wheels. So they 
detained Tappie and let the soldier 
Kn¬ 
it took all of Major Johnson's 
persuasiveness to explain to the 
mediral officer at Ponoka- that 
T.-.ppie was really quite sane, and 
that they had detained the wrong 
man.

IMPORTANT GOVERNMENT NOTICE 
Respecting Price Control 


The Wartime Prices and Trade Regulations (Order in Council P.C. 
8528 of November 1, 1941) established basic period maximum prices 
for goods and designated services. These regulations were passed 
under the authority of the War Measures Act and continued in force 
under the National Emergency Transitional Powers Act, 1945. 

From time to time these basic maximum prices have been varied or 
the fixed maximum has been suspended in the case of particular goods 
and services by Orders issued by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
under the authority of the above Regulations. A few days ago a sub¬ 
stantial number of suspensions from price control was announced. 


I believe it is desirable therefore thaf a summary should now be 
published of those goods and services on which a legal maximum price 
remains in force under the provisions of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Regulations so that all citizens may be given an opportunity to inform 
themselves of the law.

Prices and Trade Board Order No. 684 which is available to the public 
at any office of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, and to which
